Blayney aside and substituted that of Wil- 
cox. He was officially notified of the objec-

‘I suppose that 
some one politically opposed to me got hold 
of a blank summons issuedby me and took it 
to the judges. The disapproval of the judges 
did not seem just tome. I maintained then 
and do now that no harm can come of issuing 
a blank summons. There are many abuses 
in the justice courts, but I do not think the 


question of blank summonses comes under 


One Form of “Graft.” 
Jxtortion under the pretense of costs is 
the most common of the real offenses of the 
justices. Costs are piled up by many of them 
whenever le. This is one of the counts 
the downtown justices cannot escape. 

‘* Suppose one justice gets all of the cases 
of a particular municipal or state bureau. A 
business man, for instance, will be dragged 
in on a case. The fine is small, but he does 
not like the idea of being fined for something 
which he considers minor. He jntimates he 
will put up a stiff fight. ° 

“On being asked, however,. whether he 
‘would be willing to pay the costs if held nom- 


{nally guilty but let off without a fine, he is 


pretty apt to answer * Yes.’ 


“A fine would go to the city or the state, 


but costs*go to the justices, so instead of 
putting the césts at $3 or $4, the justice runs 
them up to $8, or even $10, which the defend- 
ant pays, thinking he is getting off luckily, 
Ifthe had been fined, the jugtice would not 
have Gared tortack on extra costs, I think 


this fs perhaps the most common means of 


graft.’

DOZEN BARRELS OF “GOODS.” | MEN GIVEN AN ULTIMATUM: 


First Moonshiner Known to Exist in | Beloit, Wis., Priest Will Refuse Abso- 


Chicago for Many Years. 


In one of Chicago's pretty residence dis- 
tricts United States revenue officers 
night located and confiscated an illicit dis- 
tillery, the first known to have existed in 
Chieago for a dozen years. It was found 
ip @ small building at 75 Evergreen avenue, 
one block distant from Wicker park. 

The “still” is said to have been kept by 
Samuel Barron, a Russian Jew, 30 years of 
age, and was complete in every detail. It 
took up the entire space in a small four room 
flat and was roughly valued at about $600 
- by the officers who made the raid. 
Information came to the revenue office in 
the afternoon that an odor of alcohol was 
prevalent near Evergreen and Milwaukee 
avenues, and that it was thought that whisky 
was being distilled somewhere near. 


Led to a Flat Building. | 
‘Chief Deputy Frank E. Hemstreet imm 
diately went to the place with five men from 
his own office and two detectives from the 
‘Rawson street police station. The odor was 
traced to the house at 75 Evergreen avenue. 
Lace curtains were hanging at all the win- 
dows, and the entire place was neat and 

| or otherwise.” 
When inquiry was made nothing could be 
learned save that the name of the tenant in 
the upper flat was Barron. He was not at 
‘home. Search revealed some barrels in the 
ghed at the rear, and on this evidence the 
place was broken open. The officers found 
the still, of the type used in making fruit 
brandy, and the fires had been started to 
set the apparatus in operation.

This gives a possible 
daily output of 120 gallons. 

Six barrels of the finished product were 
found in Barron's bedroom, and sixteen bar- 
rele of a fermented beer were found ready 
for the boiler. In the shed at the rear were 
found several jugs inclosed in bags and kegs 
wrapped in the same way, apparently dis- 
closing Barron's method of getting the stuff 
away from the house. It was estimated that 
the output must have been worth to him 
from $20 to $40 per day.

Beloit, Wis., Sept. 9.—[{Special.}]—What 
promises to be a most serious conflict be- 
tween church and unionism has begun and 
promises to spread until Roman Catholics 
who are members of labor organisations 
will be given the choice of membership in 
only one. 

Of late. several Roman Catholic 
in this section have taken occasion to criti- 
cise the oath taken by members of the 
International Typographical union, but the 
most radical step yet taken is that of Father 
M. J. Ward, pastor of St. Thomas’ church, 
who has annd@unced he will refuse absolution 
to those who have taken the printers’ oath. 

The refusal of absolution means expul- 
sion from the church and the denial of 
Christian burial after death. To the good 
churchman it is certain damnation to die 
outside the church, so the choice now put 
before him is a most serious problem. — 

* Portion of Oath Opposed. 

“\rhis is the part of the oath to which Father 
Ward objects: 

“My fidelity to the union tind my duty to 
the members thereof shall in no sense be in- 
terfered with by any allegiance that I may 
now or hereafter owe to any other organ- 
ization, social, political, or religious, secret 


“No Catholic taking such an oath can sé& 
cure absolution from me or any other priest,” 
declared Father Ward. “I am told that 
members of all unions are required to take 
a similar oath. I wish to warn my hearers 
that no man or woman can take such an ob- 
ligation without conflicting with their duty 
as Catholics and as good citizens. 


Sees Conflict in Obligations. 

“If the members of my church who be= 
long to the Typographical unicn can modify 
their oath so as not to conflict with their 
religious obligations, well and good. Other- 
wise they must get out of the union or out 
of my church. This is practically the same 
stand taken by President Roosevelt in mak- 
ing members of the union take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States government.”

Other arrests will be made today and the

Hard to Place the Guilt. 
For weeks the wholesale houses have — 
known they were the victims of a gigantic 


plot to steal, but so carefully did the thieves 


cover their tracks that it was difficult to 
ace the gullt. : : 

Merchandise would bq taken from the 
warehouses, properly checked and receipted 
for, and the .records in ‘the wholesale - 
houses would show that the goods had been 
Gelivered intact. Yet the stocks of four, 
sugar, and canned goods in the wholesale 
houses would become depleted far out of 
proportion to the sales made. ie 

A meeting of the Wholesale Grocers’ as- 
sociation was called, and a conclusion was 
reached that the merchandise disappeared 
while in transit from the warehouses to the 
wholesale houses, But, in order to aécom- 
plish such a theft, the teamsters must be in 
league with the receiving clerks, and both, 
in turn, must find a market for the stolen 
goods in some of the retall stores. gd 


Jacobs Makes a Confession. 7 

That this reasoning was correct was proved — 
last night after the eight men had been ar- 
rested. Jacobs, the receiving clerk for Me- © 
Neil & Higgins company, made a full con- 
fession, in which he implicated all the men 
under arrest and also gave the names of a 
score of others who are said to be parties 
to the conspiracy. 

“I can’t say how long thestealing hasbeen — 
going on,’ said Jacobs, ‘ but I have been @ 
party to it fora monthormore. It waseusy, 
after we once had things organized. At first 
only a few of the wholesale houses suffered 
losses, but after we had widened our opera- 
tions we took in almost all of them. 

“The scheme worked this way: For in- — 
stance, a driver would take sixty bags of 
sugar out of the warehouse, Then he would 
drive around to some retail grocer who was 
‘in’ on the play, and would deliver perhaps 
fifteen of the bags to him. That done, he. 
would deliver the other forty-five to the 
wholesale house. 

“Of course, to make the records seem 


right, it’ would be necessary for the drivers __ : 


to have an understanding with some recelv- *¢ 
ing clerk in the wholesale house. The receiv- 
ing clerk would check up for sixty sacks re- 
ceived, and in this way the theft would not be 
detected tfll it was found that the stock on — 
hand was becoming depleted.” 
Gives Aid... 

The arrests last night were made by De- 
tectives Frank Tyrrell and Simms of the 
state’s attorney’s office, aided by two city 
detectives. In conjunction with Matt Pink- 
erton and James Marooney—the latter being 
under indictment on a charge which formsa 
side issue of the present case—the detectives 
had been working on the case for weeks. 

Much valuable information was given by 
Marooney, whose interest In running down 
the parties to the conspiracy was to save 
himself. Three weeks ago Marooney and a 
companion of the name of Quan were ar- 
rested on the charge of attempting to biack- 
mail a certain Fifth avenue grocery house 
and their Indictment followed. 


Tells Story of Plot. 

“ Well, ’'fl never go to the penitentiary for 
this,” declared Marooney, who then gave an 
irfkiing of the plot to rob the wholesalers. 

According to detectives concerned In the 
case, Marooney said he and Quan had learned 
that the Fifth avenue house was receiving 
stolen goods from the teamsters and that 
they had determined on a “ shakedown.” In 
the guise of city detectives they went to the 
head of the house, told of their knowledge of 
the wrongdoing, and demanded $60 hush 
money. 

The amount was paid, it is said, but when | 
Marooney and his companion attempted to 
secure more money they were arrested. Some 
time ago Marooney was released on ball and 
then he and Pinkerton joined with Detectives 
Tyrrell and Simms in securing evidence

There can be no doubt thet & man has a right to 
the “service of his employer whenever he sees 
it, with or without giving any cause, provided he 
wives proper. notice, and that the employer has 4 
perfect Tight to employ and discharge men in ac- 
cordanté. with the conditions of his industry; that 
he obliged to give any cause for dischatfe, 
‘but that he should, <as in the reverse case, give 
proper notice. 

This Fight to discharge must be sustained. Any 
other view of the case would result in compelling 
men io work for an employer when they did not 
wish, to, and thus enslave them, when, on the other | 
hand. it would compel employers to employ men 
whether they had work for them or not; and 
whether the men were competent or not, and 
would thea stagnate business and work to the 
all other employers.
